There  was  no  change  in  the  District  during  the  year,  the  area  is  4I9II4  acres 0 

The  District  encircles  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded  on  the 
Norrh  by  V?alton-=le-Dale  UoDo,  Leyland  HoDo,  and  Preston  RoDoy  on  the  South  by  Wigan 
RoD.,  Standish  TJ,D»,  Adlington  UoDo,  and  Horwich  IToDo,  on  the  West  by  Vifest  Lancashire 
RoDo,  and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R.Do,  Withnell  UoDoj  and  Turton  UoD„ 

The  District  is  varred  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable  industry, 
most  parts  of  the  District  are  rural <> 

Agriculture  predominates  in  the  area  which  has  its  share  of  rich  agricultural 
land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  mining,  the  Royal 
Ordnance  Factorc’’  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on  its  own,  hrickmaking’  is  carried  on 
in  several  parishes,  and  the  dH  craft  of  basket  making  is  still  carried  on  in  Mawdesley, 
There  are  in  addition  vast  industries  in  some  of  the  adjoining  areas  w'l^ich  pro'vlde 
work  for  residents  of  the  District, 

There  are  55  schools  in  the  District,

The  new  North  South  Motorway  passes  through  the  District  from  the  boundary  at 
Walton=le“Dale  to  the  boundary  with  Wigan  Rural  District  at  Sbevington,  The  Parishes 
through  which  it  runs  are  Cusrden,  Clayton-le-Vfcods,  Euxton,  Charnock  Richard  8r,d  Coppuil 
A service  area  is  under  coriStruction  at  Charnock  Richard  on  the  north  side  of  the  new 
bridge  carrying  Mill  Lane  over  the  motorway,  the  area  will  be  serviced  from  Mill  Lane, 
The  Council ’s  main  sewer  passes  under  the  motorway  near  the  service  area  and  will  actual 
seinre  the  area ,

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Persons  requiring  hospitalisation  on  account  of  infectious  rlisea.se 
are  now  sent  to  Deepdale  Isolation  Hospital,  Prestono 

The  numher  of  cases  admitted  to  hospital  is  comparatively  fewo 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  was  270  as  compared  with  358  in  the  previous  yearo  The  number 
of  cases  of  Measles  notified  at  25O  was  34  fewer;  scarlet  fever  fell 
from  31  to  7 and  dysentery  from  29  to  lo  There  were  6 cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  as  compared  with  3 in  I96I0 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that  no  cases  of  either  poliomyelitis 
or  diphtheria  occurred  but  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  vaccinaMon  and 
immunisation  against  these  be  continuedo 


JAIJNDIGEo 

As  in  the  nrevious  year-  cases  of  jaundice  believed  to  be  of  the 
infective  type  continued  to  be  reported  from  schools  in  the  District o 
Iflneteen  cases  were  reported,  ^ in  Charnock  Richard,  12  in  Coppull, 

4 in  E-uxton,  and  1 in  C layton=le- Woods  „ This  is  a virus  infection  and. 
the  exact  mode  of  transmission  is  not  clear  but  faecal  spread  is  thought 
to  be  most  likely.  Mild  cases  which  may  not  even  show  jaundice  and 
symptomless  carriers  may  spread  the  disease.  It  is  possible  that  food 
and  water  may  become  infected.  No  really  effectiAT-e  meas'ures  of  control 
are  yet  known  but  cases  should  be  isolated  for  at  least  a fortnight  and 
there  should  be  strict  attention  to  hygiene.  Although  the  disease  is  not 
generally  notifiable  the  homes  and  schools  of  the  cases  renorted  were 
visited  and  attention  was  drawn  to  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease. 


SMALL  POX. 


The  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in  several  parts  of  England  and  Wqles  and 
on  the  continent  had  repercussions  which  reached  this  area.  Investigations 
relating  to  a German  student  visitirjg  Coppull  were  carried  out, 

I also  investigated  a contact  who  had  stayed  with  his  relations  in 
London  over  the  Christmas  (1961)  holidays,  and  whose  brother  was  subsequently 
diagnosed  as  a small  pox  case. 


The  tension  generated  by  this  outbreak  showed  itself  when  a deraand 
for  vaccination  was  made  by  employees  of  a fa,ctory  where  one  of  the  workers 
had  travelled  to  the  south  of  the  countr-y.

This  water  is  supplied,  with  the  exception  of  a small  nart  of  Higher  Wheeltori, 
to  rnneteen  cf  the  twenty  parishes  which  form  the  Rural  District,  Ri^rington,  the 
other  parish,  is  supplied  from  Liverpool  Comoration  Catchment  Area  of  which  the 
parish  forms  a large  par  to  The  part  cf  Higher  Wheelton  referred  to  is  supplied, 
from  the  Withnell  UoDoCo  sunplyo

The  District  is  scavenged  hv  direct  labour. 

Pail  closets  are  collected  and  emntied  by  means  of  a cesspool  emptier 
vehicle  adapted  for  the  collection  of  nifht-soil,  this  vehicle  is  well 
suited  for  the  work  and  allows  safe  transnort  of  collected  night-soil o The 
use  of  this  special  vehicle  allowed  the  collection  of  night-soil  to  be 
separated  from  the  collection  of  dr^'-  refuse  some  years  ago  o 

In  addition  there  are  five  Karrier  ’’^antams  and  an  S & D fore  and  aft 
ticper  engaged  on  refuse  collection,  a sixth  Karrier  Bantam  is  used  as  a spare 
vehicle  o 


Dis  rosal 


After  ccllection  pail  closet  contents  are  disnosed  of  chiefly  by  tinning 
into  seuers,  lagooning  which  was  the  common  nractice  once  upon  a time  has 
almost  been  renlaced  by  disnosal  in  sewers » Emptying  into  sewers  is  not, 
however,  withont  its  nroblems , nartic-:' larly  during  the  summer  when  there  is 
no  rain,  end  no  resultant  flushing,  for  long  neriodSo  Further,  manholes  well 
sited  for  disnosal  are  more  and  more  difficult  to  find,  the  constant  reduction 
in  the  number  of  nails  by  conversion  is  the  best  means  of  overcoming  these 
difficulties . 

Priv;/  midden  contents  are  disposed  of  on  refuse  tips,  the  amount  involved 
beir^  ver:.’  small  indeed » 

Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  size  of  the  Area  makes 
centralised  tinning  impossible  and  control  of  the  tips  very  difficult » During 
tr.e  year  v/e  again  used  only  thr-ee  main  tips,, 

Tinning  on  a site  in  Gonnull  will  ultimately  add  half  an  acre  of  ground 
to  the  farm  and  v.'ill  facilitate  the  v/orking  on  land  around  ito 

The  clay  nit  at  Croston  was  not  offensive  during  the  yeaxo  Infact  it  was

BRUCELLOSIS , 


Samples  of  milk  which  are  sent  for  routine  examination  in  this  area  are  also 
examined  for  brucella  abortus  the  result  of  this  being-  that  in  1962  I7  cases  of 
animals  on  15  farms  were  found  to  be  excreting-  the  organisim, 

Follo'Wi'ing  these  reports  551  individual  specimens  were  submitted  and  23  animals 
were  found  to  be  affectedc  One  animal  was  slaug-htered  12  disnosed  of  and  milk  from 
the  remaining-  10  was  heat  treated. 

Seven  of  the  thirteen  cases  referred  to  above  -were  recurring  cases  on  three 
farms , 


Raw  milk  infected  with  brucella  organisms 5,  can  give  rise  to  undulant  fever  in 
man.  Efficient  pasteurisation  of  infected  milk  renders  it  safe.  The  introduction 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  free  vaccination  for  calves  may  in  time  eraaicate 
the  disease  amongst  cattle  but  it  is  im-portant  that  this  shoiM  be  done  speedily  and 
more  drastic  measures  may  -prove  necessary. 


ICE  CREAM , 

There  -were  no  new  registrations  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  during  the 
year,  -lanufacturers  with  one  exce-ption  are  in  a small  way  only  making  what  they 
themselves  retail.  In  some  cases  the  business  is  not  continuous  even  in  summer.
